W  e'\'e  raised  more  money  in  three  years  than  at  any  time  in  the  73 
year  history  of  Delta  State!"  These  words  were  spoken  by  Dr.  Kent 
Wyatt,  Delta  State  University  President,  at  a  recent  Memphis  alumni  meeting. 

Dr.  Wyatt's  statement  indicates  how  pleased  he  is  with  the  outpouring  of  generosity  by  our  alumni  and  friends  in  support  of 
Ttie  Campaign  for  Delta  State:  Changing  Vision  Into  Reality,  the  University's  first-ever  multi-million  dollar  campaign  for  pri- 
vate support. 

The  accomplishments  of  The  Campaign  can  be  measured  by  the  milestones  reached: 

•  $6.9  million  in  gifts  and  pledges  two  years  ahead  of  schedule  ($1.9  million  above  the  original  $5  million  goal) 

•  $2.2  million  in  planned  gifts  from  sixteen  Quadrangle  Oak  Society  charter  members 
•$700,000  in  gifts  of  stock 

•$70,000  worth  of  gifts  of  tangible  property 

•initiation  of  the  first-ever  Annual  Fund,  which  topped  $19,000  in  gifts  from  187  donors,  half  of  whom  were  first  time  donors 

•  identification  of  500  alumni  working  for  a  matching  gift  company 

•creation  of  an  Alumni-Foundation  web  site  at  www.deltast.edu/alumni/alumni-index.html 
•implementation  of  the  first-ever  alumni  sponsored  Brick  Recognition  Program  (see  page  15) 
•creation  of  the  Folino  Family  Challenge  matching  gifts  to  the  Brick  Program  from  1998  graduates 

These  milestones  have  been  reached  with  only  less  than  1%  of  our  alumni  actively  involved  in  The  Campaign.  Imagine  the 
milestones  we  can  reach  with  3%,  10%,  and  25%  involvement.  I  invite  you  to  join  with  the  thousands  of  others  who  are  invest- 
ing in  the  students,  faculty  and  staff  of  Delta  State  University. 

In  my  first  year  as  Coordinator  of  Development,  1  have  found  it  most  interesting  to  listen  to  "why"  people  want  to  give  to 
Delta  State.  The  reason  which  seems  to  give  the  most  fulfillment  to  donors  is  providing  for  the  education  of  a  young  person.  I 
have  heard  many  stories  about  a  special  professor,  coach,  administrator,  or  staff  member  who  went  out  of  their  way  to  help  a 
needy  student,  whether  financially  or  personally,  and  these  individuals  now  want  to  do  the  same  for  current  students.  My  own 
debt  of  gratitude  is  owed  to  Dr.  Lucien  Ellington  and  to  Dr.  Vagn  Hansen  who  were  instrumental  in  my  undergraduate  and 
graduate  work  at  Delta  State.  I  am  sure  you  can  easily  name  the  top  two  or  three  individuals  who  made  a  difference  in  your  life. 

The  result  of  this  philanthropic  mood  has  been  a  significant  increase  in  the  number  of  endowed  scholarships  established  the 
past  three  years.  To  date,  private  funds  provide  $60,000  per  year  to  62  students.  With  over  4,000  students  enrolled,  we  still 
have  a  long  way  to  go  to  touch  more  students,  but  we  are  on  our  way  thanks  to  you. 

A  second  interesting  aspect  of  my  first  year  is  to  hear  how  far  we  have  come  in  the  area  of  private  support  for  University 
needs.  My  favorite  quote  which  serves  as  a  benchmark  comes  from  Coach  Boo  Ferriss  spoken  to  Hugh  Ellis  Walker,  both  for- 
mer Executive  Directors  of  the  Alumni-Foundation.  1  can  hear  Coach  Ferriss  saying  to  Mr.  Walker,  "Hugh,  you  know  it  was 
only  a  few  years  ago  we  were  dealing  with  $10,000  CD's."  Thanks  to  their  combined  43  years  of  "friend  raising"  and  fund  rais- 
ing. The  Foundation  has  now  reached  the  milestone  of  over  $5  million  in  endowed  funds. 

These  milestones  are  a  testament  to  the  visionary  leadership  of  President  Wyatt,  Coach  Ferriss,  Mr.  Walker,  the  Foundation 
and  Alumni  Boards,  and  to  Dr.  Don  Skelton,  the  current  Executive  Director.  I  am  thankful  to  be  a  part  of  this  team.

Dr.  Jesse  Steven  WT^ite,  80, 
retired  department  head  at 
Delta  State  University,  died  of 
cancer  May  21,  1997.  A  faculty 
member  at  Delta  State  from 
1946  to  1979,  Wliite  served  as 
head  of  the  division  of  science 
from  1959 
to  1969  and 
head  of  the 
department 
of  biologi- 
cal sciences 
from  1969 
to  1971. A 
1940  gradu- 
ate, he 

received  graduate  degrees  and 
completed  advanced  study  at 
Mississippi  State  University,  the 
University  of  Maryland,  Duke 
University,  attaining  his  doctor- 
ate of  philosophy  from  the 
University  of  Alabama  in  1960. 
A  World  War  II  Navy  veteran 
and  a  member  of  numerous 
professional  organizations. 
White  had  assisted  in  the  build- 
ing of  churches  during  mission- 
ary trips  to  Honduras,  Mexico, 
Beliz,  Texas,  Arizona,  Russia, 
Alaska  and  Israel.  He  received 
the  National  Science 
Foundation  teaching  fellowship 
in  1958  and  the  Book  of  Golden 
Deeds  award  in  1983.  Upon  his 
retirement  in  1979,  alumni  and 
friends,  spurred  by  a  challenge 
gift  of  $50,000,  established  a 
$100,000  endowment  to  honor 
Dr.  White  who  enhanced  the 
lives  of  many  students  through 
his  instruction,  guidance  and 
leadership.

The  Delta  State  School  of  Nursing 
is  on  the  cutting  edge  of  preparing 
students  for  the  restructuring  of  the 
American  health  system. 

hi  addition  to  the  traditional  roles 
fulfilled  by  nurses,  there  is  an 
increased  focus  on  health  promotion 
and  disease  prevention  care  in  the 
community.  Students  in  the  Nursing 
School  are  involved  in  health  pro- 
motion activities  that  encourage 
clients  to  assess  health  risks  and 
choose  healthier  life-style  behaviors. 

In  1995,  DSU  School  of  Nursing 
initiated  a  master  of  science  nursing 
degree  program.

The  adult  health  program  offers 
two  options:  the  health  educator 
and  the  nursing  administrator.  A 
large  percentage  of  DSU  School  of 
Nursing  graduates  remain  in  the 
Delta  to  serve  in  local  health  care 
agencies  and  provide  increased 
accesss  and  quality  of  health  care.
